No. 260-1. (64).—The attention of the Tariff Board is drawn to the fact that the Steel 
Industry (Protection) Act, 1924, will expire on the 31st of March 1927 , and it is requested 
to re-examine the measure of protection afforded to the various articles covered by the 
Act and by Act VIII of 1926. It will report in respect of each elass of article whether 
it is still necessary to continue protection, and if so, whether the measure of protection 
now given should be increased or diminished or whether the form of the protection 
» given should be altered. In making its recommendations, the Tariff Board will take all 
relevant considerations into acoount, including that stated in part () of the resolution 
adopted by the Legislative Assembly on the 16th February 1923, and if it thinks that in 
any case the assistance required can most suitably take the form of bounties, the source 
from which the money for the bounties can be obtained should be discussed, In dealing 
with the Tinplate"industry, the Board will bear in mind its own observations in 
paragraph 31 of Chapter IV of the second portion of its First Report, The Board will 
also be at liberty to examine the claims for protection of industries making steel 
products which do not come within the seope of the present Act and to report. whether 
having regard to the principles laid down in paragraph 97 of the Report of the Indian 
Fiscal Commission, such claims should be admitted. 

2, Firms and persons interested in the steel industry or industries dependent on 
the use of steel, who desire that their views should be considered by the Tariff Board, 
should address their representations to the Secretary to the Board.

arrange for such expert and other evidence as may be required for the purposes 
of the inquiry. When the matter has been fully inquired into by the 
Committee of Inquiry, a report shall be submitted to the Accountant-General 
and the Government of India showing the total sum of money lost, the 
cirenmstances in which the loss took place and the steps taken or recommended 
to recover the money and to punish the offenders, if any. The subrhission of 
such report shall not in any case debar the local authorities from taking any 
action which may be deemed necessary. 


(2) Money, the value of stores or other property thus lost, shall not be written off 
the accounts except with the sanction of the Governor General in Council, 
provided that losses the amount of which does not exceed rupees fifty in any 
individual case may be written off by the cantonment authority, and losses 
exceeding rupees fifty but not exceeding rapees five hundred in any individual 
case may be written off by the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command,”

No. G. (B.)-6 (5).—The following draft of further amendments to the Indian Boiler 
Regulations, 1924, which it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1924 (V of 1923), is published, as required by sub- 
section (7) of section 31 of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into 
consideration on or after the 3lst August 1926. Aay objection or suggestion which may 
be received in respect of the draft before the date specified will be considered by the 
Governor-General in Council. 


Draft amendments. 


After regulation 148 of the said Regulations the following regulations shall. be 
inserted, namely :— 


Steam Pipe Fittings and Connections. 


148-A. The fittings connected with main steam pipes included in the steam piping 
through which steam passes directly froma boiler to a prime mover or other first-user, 
exclusive of the boiler stop valve and engine or first-user stop valve, shall comply with 
the requirements specified below. 


148-B. Superheaters not forming integral parts of Boilers—(a) Rectangular 
sectioned headers, or steam boxes, and tubes of superheaters shall be constructed in 
accordance with the requirements of Regulations 106 and 104 respectively and on comple- 
tion the superheater shall be subjected to hydraulic test to double the working pressure 
oi the boiler to which it is to be attached. 


(6) Where size’ permits a spring loaded safety valve of not less than 1} inches in 
diameter constructed in accordance with the requirements of Regulation 125 shall be 
fitted to the steam box or header, 


148-C, Steam Receivers, Separators, etc.—(a) The shells of steam receivers, steam 
separators, steam driers, catch waters, drop jegs, interceptors, etc,, may be made ot 
wrought iron, wrought steel or cast steel.

*148-D. Valve Chests.—(a) Chests of stop valves, isolating valves, reducing valves, 
ete,, forming parts of wrought iron ot wrought steel] main steam piping shall be made of 
cast steel in accordance with the requirements of Regulations 140 and 141. 

(6) When the main steam pipes are made of copper the valve chests above sainabioted 
may be wale either of east steel or of bronze in accordance with ‘the requirements of 
Regulations 140 and 141. 

148-E. Other fittings and mountings.—(a) No chest or flange or blank flange of 
east iron shall be attached directly to main steam pipes or form part of main steam 
piping. Couplings or sockets shall not be used for connecting pipes or fittings. 

(+) Blank flanges shall be of mild steel and be of substantial make. 

(c) Valve chests of bronze up to 3 inches diameter of bore may be attached directly 
to iron or steel steam pipes. The attachment shall be by means of flanges and bolts. 

@) Drain cocks and valves. may be attached to steam pipes either by flange and bolts.
